In point of fact, Massachusetts never sought the 
abrogation or modification of the Missouri Com- 
pact. Reluctantly and indignantly she acquiesced 
in it, but stood loyally by it, Maligners of the 
nobie old Commonwealth, whose enmity does her 
honor, have ferretted ovt the fact that some of her 
citizens remonstrated aginst the admission of 
Arkansas as a slave State: and that Mr. Adams 
voted against it; but they omit to tell their con- 
stituents that he voted against it not asa slave 
State (for he fully admitted its title to he re- 
ceived), but as a sovereign Srate, emasculating 
iself, by an unnatural, anti-republican and in- 
laman provision of its Constitution, of the power 
w remove the chains of aslave! 

In respect to the remonstrances from Massa 
chusetts on that occasion, our answer is ready and 
brief. A few of the citizens of that State never 
did acquiescein the Missouri Cumpromise. We 
were among tuem. We prepared a memorial to 
Congress against Arkansas as aslave State, and 
procured a hundred and fifty signers, and we feel 
pleasure in the retrsspection. The Missouri Com- 
romise was the offspring of intrizueand treachery. 
t was a fraud upon the free States as well in its 
formation as its subversion. But did this resist- 
ance by argument and entreaty, addressed to both! 
parties, impair its obligation? If a minority of a | 
mercantile firm should propose to repudiate a con-| 
tract, and a majority determine to stand by it, and | 
the whvle company continue to perform and to pay, | 
how could this relieve the other party from the 
obligation tu fulfil heir part; Py an upright tri-| 
bunal the attempt to justify a breach on such a 
frivolous and aadacious pret>xt would be deemed 
an aggravation of the injury, and good ground of | 
enhancing damages, 

Such wretched subterfuges are unconscious con 
fessions of the infamous and deadly wrong which 
has been done us, because they imply that there 
was acompaect between us and the wrong-dvers, 
which eveu they, uuscrupulous as they habitaally 
are, deemed toe sacred and binding to be sundered 
without a previdus delinquency on our part. There- 
jure, they got uy the fiction of infringements or 
attempts to infringe it—an expedient more im- 
moral and dishonorable than the fraud it was in- 
tended to hide. It added to bad faith hypovrisy, 
falszhood and calumny. 

We of the North have been guilty of one devi- 
ation from the Miss»uri Compact, and it is the only | 
one of which Missourians and their coadjutors 
have not accused us. Their State was originally 
hounded on the west bya due north and south | 
line, which cut the Missouri at its confluence with | 
the Kansas, and enclosed all the Little Piatte | 
River region. By ths Missouri Compact that tract 
Was consecrated forever to freedom in common, 
with all the rest of the Territory north and west 
of the Missouri. Some fifteen years ago, the 
Missourians conceived a desire to grasp that tract, | 
though they had already more territory than any| 
other Siate, and nearly ten times as much as Mas- 
sachusetts, Their politicians, eager to gratify 
them and to secure their favor, set to work to 
obtain the coveted district.

AND I7S EFFECTS, 


Few persons know what the real increase of 
slave area in the United States has been. Since 





1790 the States have increased from thirteen to: 


thirty-one; but the area of slavery has increased 
even more rapidly than that. Governor Johnson 
of Georgia, in his speech at Philadelphia, asserted 
the “equality of the States: but in practice the 
South has never been willing to abide by the 


equality of the Ssates—even if there could be such | 


a thing. Equality of the States, in regard to 
slavery, requires that the Slave States and the 
Free States should each have a territory or surface 
proportionable to their respective populations. If 
tere isto be a fair equality, this is undeniable. 
So far from this being the case,the area of Slavery 
has coutinually increased in proporticn to that of 
Freedom.

The Slave States have now, therefore, about fio 
hundred and forty thousand square miles of surface 
more than the Free States! But this is not all. 


Their population has been relatively diminishing, | 


while their surface has been relatively increasing. 
The result is, that they have now more than double 
the surface they should have in preporlion tu the 
Free States, This will appear evident from the 
following comparison of the surface and popula- 
tion of the States:

That is, it takes two square miles of slave terri-| 


tory for the same number of persons that ove con- 
tains in the Free States.

Thus then, we sce at once there has been no 
equality in the matter. Slavery makes a sparse 
population, because itis profitable for little else 


chan planting. It neithermakes great cities, or 


factories, nor eagages in commerce or arts. Of all 
the sailors and artisans ia the United States not 
one twentieth part can be found in the Slave 


States. There is no school of sailors; no great 
marts of commerce; and where,as in New Orleans, 
vature seems to have pointed out asite of peculiar 
vdvantage, it dwindles in spite of all the efforts of 
man. The sparsevess of population ina slave 
country requires a larger territory, and it has 
it. Nocomplaint was made on this sabject at all, 
till slavery Segan te demand territory in regions 
so far North, that no exeuse could be made for its 
existence as necessary to the cultivation of cotton, 
sugaror rice. This was the ease when slavery 

was introduced into Missouri. It succeeded in! 
getting there,and is now trying to get into Kansas, 

on the ground of the equali/y of the States! The 
Free State men have now only ¢hree square miles 
to four inthe Slave States. Thereis now about 
as much surface-inthe Territories as in the States; 

and if the ratio of slave and free surface, which 

row prevails, is to g) on, then eight hundred, 
thousand square miles of territory is hereafter to 
be made slave States! This is enough for twenty 
States. Let any considerate man think of this. 
Let him think of the gross inequality which al-| 
ready prevails, when fico acres are given to a man 

in the South for ove in the North. | 

This is the actual state of facts, illustrating in 
the most complete manner the dominating char-, 


pretences of right set up for its extension, If it 
be allowed to extend farther and to grasp the 
vacant Territories, it will soon hold two-thirds of 
the entire United States! Where then will be the 
new lands for the youngfarmer? For the immi- 
grant German? The Land offices will be closed in 
all free Territories. ‘The white farmer must go 
and settle beside negroes and overseers. The 
mechanic must go where if he opens his lips for 
freedom he will be exiled from his home and his 
property! Think of this; and let no white free- 
man vote for another inch of Slave Territory.
